selves, but This Storj- Shows How One 
Party Was Cleverly Outwitted by the 
Hustling Railroader. 
"There are people who think you 


tan't beat a circus man, but I want to 
tell you that the hardest man to do is a 
live railroad man.." 


The old sawdust manager had triefJ

"Know where Pnrcell is in the In- 


ilran Territory? Away down at the 
jumping on* place on theSantaFe road. 
3?he show had been at Pnrcell and we 
wanted to get out in the night |for a 
long rnn. We were going to make a 
jump to Kansas City. Not far from 
Pnrcell is another town, Oklahoma 
City. At that point a competing road 
with the Santa Fe runs In, We had 500 
people, and of course the railroad men 
were after ns.

THIS NICARAGUA CANAL. 


SENATOR STEWART introduced a bil 


to provide for building a canal acrosh 
tbe Isthmus of Darieu by the Nicara- 
gua canal route. Tha bill authorize! 
the President to secure, by such nego 
tiutiong aa he may deem proper, frotu 
the Government of Nicaragua, the rigbi 
of way for a canal across the Isthmus. 
via. Lake Nicaragua, and such rigbu 
and privileges to construct such canui 
and a harbor at each end thereof fit 
may be necessary to enable the United 
States to oonstraot, own, and control 
the canal and harbors connected there- 
with, and keep the same open as u 
highway for all nations between t.be 
Atlantic 
and 
Pacific 
Oceans. The 


•mount necessary to carry the act into 


• effect is appropriated out of any monej 


in the Treasury not otherwise appro- 
priated. 


A bill for the purpose of building the 


Nicaragua oaaal has been before Con- 
gress and defeated notwithstanding « 
Strong lobby advocated its past age. 
That bill proposed to make the govern- 
ment a stock holder in a private oorpo 
ration the object being to hare tbe 
Government, build the canal and lettht 
corporation control it. Senator Stew- 
art opposed ttie bill on tbe ground that 
i' the United States built the canal tbe 
United States should own the canal. 
The Senator's polif.ical enemies whis- 
pered around that the transcontinental 
railroads were opposed to the canal 
and that he fought it for that reason. 
His views prevailed however, and the 
job to have the Government build tht 
canal for Woodpclp, Miller and other 
patriots of that ilk failed. Now Seim- 
tor Stewart introduces a bill to provide 
for the building and ownership of the 
canal 
by 
the 
Government alone 


and it will probably become a law as 


• the 
necessity for such a waterway 


across the Isthmus has become pain- 
folly apparent since war was declared 
against Spain. Concessions will have 
to be procured from tbe Government 
of Nicaragua, but there should be no 
difficulty in making arrangements, at 
all civilized, nations concede tbat the 
canal is a commercial necessity. 


W A K KEVKNEK BILL. 


KXPERTS estimate tbat the war reve 


nno bill, as amended by tbe Senate, 
will raise a larger revenue than tbe 
Government derives from all other 
•onrces. It will produce at least $400, 
000,000 per annum from taxes and rev- 
enue stamps. Tbe tax 011 beer is in- 
creased from one dollar to two dollart- 
per barrel and as 86,000,000 barrels of 
beer are consumed annually the in 
crease from that source alone will be 
$86,000,000. All proprietary articles, 
stock certificates, bank checks, etu., will 
have to be stamped, and tea is to be 
taxed two cents a pound. A Senate 
amnodment to coin $4,000,000 of silver 
monthly until $50,OOU,UOO are coined as 
well as H3 amend men;, to tux the Sugar 
Trust and Standard Oil Company will 
doubtless be opposed in the House, but 
if the Senate does not recede from its 
position Czar Reed's recouoentrados 
will have to yield.

Zola'i FropMcd l*cture Tour. 


It is reported that M. Zola has agreed 


to come to the United States and deliver 
about 15 lectures, relating probably to 
anti-Semitism in Franco and to tbe trials 
of Dreyfus and himself The arrange- 
ment is asserted to have been made with 
Mr. Edmund Gerson of New York and 
to have followed immediately upon the 
decision of the French government; to 
grant M. Zola an appeal from the sen- 
tence of imprisonment lately pronounc- 
ed upon him. An interesting detail of 
this report is that a sum approaching 
160,000 is promised to M. Zola for his 
-visit. One could wish perhaps that that 
detail had been omitted. M. Zola would 
undoubtedly excite great interest here 
and would draw full houses, but he 
most interests Americana at present in 
bis 'character, lately assumed, of patriot 
end protestant »gaiust prejudice and In- 
jnstice, and interest based on grounds 
of that sort is hardly suitable for con- 
version into cash. It ia possible, how- 
ever, that his recent experiences have 
been costly, and that he bus more than 
ordinary need 
of money.—Harper's

It was not the Fault of the Authorities 


Here That They Were not Provided 
for. 
The First Nevada Cavalry was organ- 


ized by the State authorities-by order 
of the Secretary of War and direction 
of the Adjutant General of the United 
States Army. The Adjutant General 
was notified by telegraph when the 
troop was organized and he directed 
Captain Linsoott to make requisition 
upon the Chief Quartermaster, De 
partment of Colorado, for transporta- 
tion and upon the Chief Commissary 
for five days rations and coffee money. 
The moment the Captain made the 
requisitions as stated, the correspond- 
ence relative to the disposition of the 
troop was carried on exclusively be- 
twoen him and the War Department. 
The Quartermaster notified the Cap- 
tain that transportation waa arranged 
for the troop to leave Carson Friday, 
June 3rd, and the troop arrived at 
Reno on that day and left for Chey- 
enne on the east-bound overland train. 
Saturday, June 4tb, Major Bartlett of 
the 3rd Artillery was detailed by the 
War Department to go to Caraon and 
muster in the troop. Major Bartlett 
arrived at Reno Saturday evening, 
June 4th, where ho learned that the 
cavalry troop had left the evening be- 
fore for Cheyenne. 
Being a good 


soldier he obeyed orders, however, and 
went to Carson, but, of cousse, found 
no troop to muster in. The State au- 
thorities, civil nor military, were in no 
manner responsible for the mistake, 
as the whole business was conducted 
solely and exclusively by the 'War De- 
partment. Neither was it the fault of 
the Governor nor of the Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the State Militia that the men 
were not furnished with tents, blankets 
and cooking utensils. 
Captain Lin- 


scott's troop left as did Captain Cox's 
troop without camp equipage in com- 
pliance with orders of the United States 
MHHary authorities and the State 
authorities were in no way responsible 
for the fact that the boys .had no 
blankets when they arrived at Chey- 
enne. 


Be Dp and Doing. 


In view of the fact that Virginia, 


Caraon and other neighboring towns 
hare decided to appropriately recog- 
nize the glorious Fourth, it behooves 
Reno to be up and doing, if shs expects 
to attract visitors to-the town on that 
day. The Committee of Arrangements 
should decide upon a program as 
quickly as possible and get their paper 
out announcing the special attractions.

Carson's celebration the star attraction. 
Virginia has appointed a live commit- 
tee and work is already commenced. 
Truckee announces special attractions 
for that day and Eeno cannot afford 
to be behind if she expects to hold her 
own on this Natal day. 


Reno has especial resources that may 


be brought forward as attractive feat- 
ures and they should be settled upon 
and announced early. In addition to 
tbe procession and exercises of the day 
let the Wheelmen give a grand illum- 
inated parade at night. Illuminate 
the river as was done three or four 
years ago. Put up a triumphal arch 
on Virginia street and light it up at 
night and study up other noveltien and 
attractions,

Gen. Lee, who has been Oonsul-General 
at Havana, and who was kicked out of 
Cuba by Gov.-Gen. Blanco, will raise 
the standard of revolt and the old- 
Southern Confederacy. This Lee is 
the same Lee who was Generel-in-Chief 
of the Civil War from 1850 to 1855, and 
whose surrender to General Lincoln in 
the last-named year broke the revolu- 
tion. His acts at Havana were for the 
purpose of plunging the Government 
into war with the Kingdom of Spain, at 
which time he and his followers would 
raise against Senior Mackindly."

Heraldo of Madrid:
